Color. 








Next to the “Make Ready” the most 
important thing is to get just the right color 
desired. All colors change somewhat in drying. 
The pressman must mix up his color wet and 
judge from experience how it will look when 
dry. He must not make it too thick nor too 
thin. He must not use too much nor too little. 
After getting it all right, a change in weather 
the next day may make it all wrong. In fact 
the pressman has many troubles difficult to 
overcome. 

He may print one color of a job on a 
damp day and the next day being dry find 
that the second color does not fit at all, the 
paper having shrunk. He may have trouble 
with the electricity in the paper by which the 
sheets will stick together, or worse yet, stick 
to his electrotypes, tear themselves into ribbons 
and wind around the rollers of his press. 
Again, his press may run badly, as all ma- 
chinery does occasionally, just to keep you 
suessing what ails it. Visitors to

Another canned goods dating bill has appeared in 
the Pennsylvania legislature. Reports say it provides 
that all canned and bottled food stuffs shall be la- 
beled, and that such label shall bear the date of prepa- 
ration, quality and exact quantity of such goods. 
Those who violate the act are made liable to a fine not 
exceeding the sum of $3,000, or three years’ imprison- 
ment, or both. ‘Pennsylvania packers should take im- 
mediate steps to see that this absurd, though none the 
less iniquitous, measure gets its just deserts. It de- 
serves to be promptly knocked in the head.

The weekly review of the general trade situation by 
Dun’s agency says, in part, that “Spring trade re- 
sponds to seasonable weather and shipments of mer- 
chandise have increased so rapidly that railway facili- 
ties are severely taxed. At many points there is com- 
plaint of car and motive power shortage and naviga- 
tion in lakes and rivers at the north has not opened as 
promptly as business demands. Manufacturing activ- 
ity continues.”” Commenting on the condition of trade 
in Chicago and tributary territory, Dun’s review says: 
“Trade currents perceptibly swelled and have moved 
smoothly, due mainly to the encouraging opening up 
of the spring season of activity and undisturbed confi- 
dence in the outlook. New demands for raw mate- 
rial and finished products were satisfactorily main- 
tained. Distribution of commodities advanced _ to 
greater proportions, the movement of general mer- 
chandise, grain, hides, and lumber exceeding both 
the previous week and a year ago, and railroad earn- 
ings are seen to be larger on enormous tonnage. Re- 
ports indicate an excellent position of winter crops, 
and farm work is making rapid progress. Jobbing 
trade in principal staples was largely augmented. 
Manufacturing branches have been more fully em- 
ployed and production in some respects has reached 
the limit of capacity,”

To the Canning Trade: 


One of the most interesting and important subjects under discussion at the Canners’ 
Convention, recently held at Columbus, Ohio, was the quality of the Tin Plate used in the man- 
ufacture of Packers’ Cans. 

It was the universal opinion as expressed at that Convention by the Packers that the 
quantity of Pig Tin used in coating the black plate is insufficient; and there was a strong senti- 
ment in favor of petitioning Congress to enact Laws, making it compulsory for all Tin Plate 
Manufacturers to use not less than a certain quantity—say 3 lbs.—of pure tin coating to each 
box of tin plate produced, taking 112 sheets of 14x20 size as a basis. For reasons of policy, 
this action was deferred. 

Tin Plate Manufacturers endeavor now to put on approximately 2 lbs. of Pig Tin per 
box. That the Canning Trade regard this quantity as unsatisfactory is evidenced by the 
sentiment shown at the convention, and also by the more practical method of being willing to 
pay the additional cost of cans, made of a higher grade of Tin Plate. 

To meet this demand we have arranged a schedule of prices which follows: 

Regular Standard Commercial Packers’ Cans are made of Standard Commercial Tin 
Plate, as now furnished by the Tin Plate Manufacturers. The other prices represent simply the 
additional cost to us as can makers of the better grades of Tin Plate:

We naturally must know our customers’ wants in this direction early, in order to insure 
our obtaining the quality of Tin Plate desired, and we therefore urge your prompt action. 

Regardless of where you have placed your order for Cans made of Regular Commercial 
Plate, we suggest that you send US an order for some of these Cans made of the extra coated 
Tin Plate; so that you may, by actual experience, judge of the relative merits of the different 
grades, and thus be able another season to decide definitely the kind that you will use in the 
future. 

Please address your orders to either Chicago or Syracuse, whichever shipping point you 
prefer, and the same will receive our careful attention.

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Dried Fruit and Canned Goods Exports Compared. 


HETHER pleasing or not to packers of canned 

goods it is nevertheless true that the foreign 
outlet for American dried fruits is consider- 
ably greater and worth more in dollars and 
cents than our exports of canned fruits and vegetables. 
For instance, we exported during the seven months 
ending January, 1905, dried apples to the amount of 
28,398,497 pounds, valued at $1,538,673, which, it must 
he admitted, is a large item. We exported during the 
month of January, 1905, alone 5,000,414 pounds of 
dried apples, valued at $266,003. 

Exportations of cured apricots during the seven 
months ending January, 1905, were 6,315,124 pounds, 
valued at $551,734. In January, 1905, there were 375,- 
150 pounds, valued at $40,297. 





Our exports of prunes are even greater than the 
shipments of apples. We sent abroad during the 


seven months ending January, 1905, 45,705,271 pounds 


National Pure 


HiLE a congress, or convention, of representa- 

tives of the manufacturing interests concerned 
in the pure food movement in the United 
States would undoubtedly do much toward 
unifying trade sentiment on the question of national 
food legislation, yet, in our opinion, such a meeting 
would not result immediately in uniting conflicting in- 
terests on the enforcement of any one of the several 
bills that have been presented to Congress. 

It does not seem possible, so divergent are the in- 
terests which would be affected by the enactment of 
national food legislation, that they can ever be thor- 
oughly unified. It is even doubtful if such a meeting 
as that proposed to be held in Washington would be 
harmoniously conducted. But, regardless of whether 
discord or harmony might prevail, it may be set down 
as certain that those in attendance at such a conven- 
tion could not be made to unite on a specific recom- 
mendation to Congress. They might agree on certain 
points to be incorporated in a national food bill—if it 





Imports Gain, 


HE imports into the United States in February, 
1905, were larger than in any earlier year in 
the history of our commerce, and the excess of 
exports over imports was smaller than in any 
month since June, 1897. The only earlier month in 
the history of our commerce in which imports have 
passed the 100 million dollar line was in April, 1897, 
when large quantities of foreign merchandise, especi- 
ally sugar, were being rushed in to escape the in- 
creased duties levied by the Dingley Act, which went 
into effect in July of that year. The total value of 
imports in that month (April, 1897), was $101,322,- 
406, while that of the month of February, 1905, was 
$103,057,052. 

The imports of February although a short month, 
were 103 million dollars, as against 89 millions in Feb- 
ruary, 1904. The exports of February, 1905, were 
109 millions, against practically 119 millions in Febru- 
ary of 1904. The excess of exports over imports in 
February, 1905, was in round terms 6 million dol- 
lars, as against practically 30 millions in February, 
1904. For the eight months ending with February, 
1905, the imports were in round terms 729 million 
dollars, as against 654 millions in the corresponding 








of prunes, valued at $2,040,199. 

Exports of raisins are also quite large, totaling dur- 
ing the seven months ending January, 1905, 6,158,442 
pounds, valued at $322,055. 

Figures showing quantities and values of canned 
goods exported from the United States look small by 
comparison, with the exception of the three items of 
salmon, meats and California fruits. In such lines as 
corn, peas, tomatoes and other vegetables, the ship- 
ments to foreign countries are still comparatively 
small, though we are very hopeful that we are on the 
eve of witnessing expansion in this particular. 

Exports of canned fruits during the seven months 
ending January, 1905, were valued at $2,334,949, com- 
pared with exports valued at $1,476,395 during the 
same period ending January, 1903. Exports of canned 
fruits during January, 1905, were valued at $176,551, 
compared with $141,879 for January, 1904. 


Food Congress. 


is the idea of the promoters of the proposed conven- 
tion to draft a new measure—but we do not believe 
there is even a possibility that the delegates could be 
brought to an agreement on a measure meeting all the 
requirements of food reform, and that measure at the 
same time be made effective. 

We fully agree, however, with Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson that the moral effect of such a meet- 
ing would be very good, both upon the manufacturing 
and distributive branches of the food industry and 
upon consumers; and even if it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that the first convention of this kind would not re- 
sult in the ends desired to be obtained, it would be 
easier in future to get food manufacturing interests to- 
gether for conferences, which might finally lead to 
definite and good results. 

There is one thing certain, that the canned goods 
packers of the country will never be found hamper- 
ing or taking a position unfavorable to equitable and 
effective national food legislation. 


Exports Lose. 


months of the preceding fiscal year; while the ex- 
ports were 1,010 millions, as against practically 1,048 
millions in the corresponding months of the preceding 
year. 

The excess of exports over imports in the eight 
months ending with February was 281 millions, as 
against 393% millions in the corresponding months of 
the preceding fiscal year and 491% millions in the cor- 
responding months of the fiscal year 1901. The Feb- 
ruary imports, as already indicated, are larger than 
those of any earlier month in the history of our com- 
merce, and the exports are smaller than those of any 
earlier February since 1900, with the single exception 
of February, 1902; and the excess of exports over 
imports is smaller than in any month since October, 
1895, except the three months of April, May and 
June, 1897, when imports were exceptionally high by 
reason of preparation for the change in tariff which 
occurred in July of that year. 

This reduction in exports is, as has already been in- 
dicated, due chiefly to the falling off in the quantity of 
wheat exported and a reduction in the price per pound 
of cotton exported. The large increase in importa- 
tions apparently occurs chiefly in manufacturers’ ma- 
terials and articles of food.

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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Spot corn is the feature of the canned goods market 
Not that 


there has been an advance in quotations, nor even 


at the moment, if there is a feature at all. 


that the market has strengthened, but on account of 
the fact that distribution of corn through whole- 
saiers’ and retailers’ hands into consumptive channels 
has, although quietly, been going on at a very steady 
rate, sales in the aggregate throughout the country 
during the last thirty days making a really immense 
total. There have been sales of large blocks of corn 
in a number of the large jobbing markets, and the 
continued demand, which the prevailing low prices 
stimulate, encourages the hope that, despite the enor- 
mous production of corn in 1904, the supply, by the 
time packing begins in August, will have been re- 
duced to a point where the position of the article will 
be very much better than anybody hoped for last fall 
when it was seen how large the production was. 
Tomatoes, though there are evidences that con- 
sumption is large, are not moving especially well in 
the local market. Most of the business is being trans- 
acted in the east, where by far the largest part of the 
supply is held. Indiana packers have sold a large 
quantity of spot tomatoes during the last two or three 
weeks. It is merely guesswork to estimate the quan- 
tity held in first hands in that state, yet holdings have 
been steadily shrinking under the influence of the 
selling in March, during which time an immense 
quantity of goods have been moved out of the state. 
If our advices from the east are reliable, of which 
there is little doubt, No. 2 tomatoes have become quite 
scarce. The consumption of 2s appears to have been 
heavier than usual this winter, and as the pack of this 
size was not large anyway, the stock of 2s now in first 
hands is very considerably reduced. A great deal of 
interest naturally attaches to the outlook for 3s, but 
there has been no development during the week re- 
viewed. The situation is undoubtedly strengthening, 
as stocks in packers’ hands grow less with the steady 
consumptive demand; yet there is no actual improve- 
ment in values to be noted, and there are many who 
would be sorry to see a material improvement between 
now and July Ist, or until it would be too late in the 
season for packers to prepare for a big output. As 
the matter stands at present, there is promise of a con- 
siderable reduction in tomato acreage this year. This 
is held to be desirable, as a reduced output in 1905 


would result in raising values onto a more profitable 
basis. 

Regarding the tomato market, a well known and 
well informed Baltimore house reports as follows: 
“The tomato market showed more activity than any 
other article, but the demand was much lighter than 
the previous week. ‘The holders are just as firm in 
their prices, however, and they are looking forward to 
the spring business to help them out. There was some 
buying of tomatoes for future delivery during the 
past week, but the orders were few and far between. 
It is anticipated that the orders for futures will come 
along lively when they do come. On this subject 
there has not been a season within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitants when the sales of all kinds of goods 
were as small as they have been up to this date this 
season. That includes everything, tomatoes, corn, 
peas, pineapple, etc., etc. The buyers don’t seem to 
take any interest in them just now, but in the list 
of Baltimore canned goods there are no changes since 
last week to mention.” 

\nother prominent Baltimore canned goods house 
comments as follows on the situation: “There is a 
very excellent inquiry for tomatoes from western mar- 
kets which will be affected by the opening of lake and 
rail navigation. Some packers are willing to accept 
business and hoid the goods until lake and rail opens. 
There are others, however, who make prices on a basis 
of immediate shipment. In such cases the goods will 
be accepted at once by the transportation company and 
they can be held at some lake port until the goods be- 
gin to run. The market, as the above prices indicate, 
is in exactly the same shape as it was last week. 
Trade is still of a strictly hand to mouth character 
and, while the aggregate movement is good, yet pre- 
vailing conditions do not seem to be favorable for any 
sharp upward movement at present. It might be 
well, however, to remember, first, there are four large 
consuming months before the new packing season; 
second, that present prices on tomatoes are below 
cost; third, that the best posted people on tomatoes 
seem to agree that.the quantity of tomatoes on hand 
is more likely to prove less than more than enough to 
go around between now and the packing season.”

Corn— 

Buyers are showing more interest ia spot corn, but 
are bidding very low prices, in many instances below 
what holders will sell for, nevertheless, taking the 
country as a whole, there has of late been a large 
business in spot corn of ordinary quality. In the 
New York market in particular, the business appears 
to have been very heavy, though the prices realized 
were generally low. A report from New York says 
that large blocks sold at 57'4c per dozen and another 
report says that it is now harder to get desirable 
quality at that figure, most packers asking 2'4c more. 
It is reported that spot New York state corn of 
standard quality is being offered in New York city at 
62'4c per dozen, delivered. There is practically noth- 
ing doing in Chicago in future western corn, which 
is quoted at 60@62'M%c, f. o. b. factory, for standard. 
Peas— 

There is some demand here for cheap peas and re 
ports from other markets indicate rather good inquiry 
for the lower grades. In New York city, for instance, 
a great many cheap peas have been sold during this 
month. The supply of such qualities in canners’ hands 
has been much reduced, with the result that a good 
many holders have made slight advances in their 
prices. One report from New York says that cheap 
peas have been “cleaning up and goods of desirable 
quality around 60@65c per dozen, state or western 
packing, are now hard to find.” Reports from Balti- 
more show nothing new. 

Asparagus 

The packing of asparagus in California is well 

under way. Reports from the coast contain no com- 


plaints of rust, but there is still plenty of time for 
that. California canners as far as we hear are not 
making any efferings. G. W. Worthley, successor to 
Romain & Co., Matawan, N. J., offer 1905 packing 
asparagus at the following prices, for delivery as soon 
as packed: Romain & Co., oyster bay square cans. 
$3.50 per dozen; H. A. Patterson & Co., oyster bay 
square cans, $2.25 per dozen; Romain & Co., oyster 
bay asparagus tips, round cans, $2.50 per dozen, 
Apples— 

The apple market is strong, with quotations, how- 
ever, on practically the same basis as !ast week. Sales 
are being made, yet the supply is much reduced and 
demand only about fair. There are predictions, by 
persons who are supposed to have made a study of 
the sitvation, that gallon apples will reach $3.00 per 
dozen before July 1st. This prediction is based on 
knowledge that stocks remaining in packers’ hands are 
extremely light. The Michigan output in 1904 is esti- 
mated at about 35 per cent of normal and New York's 
pack at 50 per cent. 

Fruits— 

There continues a fair demand for canned fruits, 
and a firm feeling. Peaches and apricots are in re- 
quest and prices on those two varieties are firmly 
maintained. There are reports from Maryland and 
that section of the country that the peach crop has 
been damaged, but such statements are not attract- 
ing much attention. In this connection a Baltimore 
house states that “If there is any material shortage 
it means a very light supply for the Baltimore packers, 
considering the unusually large demand that has grown 
up during the past few years for shipments of fresh 
peaches. Good quality No. 3 second yellows quoted 
in Baltimore at $1.12% a dozen, No. 3 second whites 
at $1.05@1.10, and No. 3 standard pies at 72/2@75¢; 
No. 3 peeled pies, $1.00; gallon pies, $2.50. Baltimore 
quotes gallon goods as follows: Blackberries, $4.50; 
blueberries, $4.50; gooseberries, $6.00; black rasp- 
berries, $4.50; red raspberries, $4.75. Reports from 
San Francisco fail to indicate any new feature. There 
will be more canneries operated in California. this 
year than last and, as in addition to this, several of the 
old plants will be enlarged in capacity, prospects are 
for a large production of canned fruit in that state. 
Prospects for California fruit crops are excellent. A 
report from New York says that some leading New 
York state canners have named the following figures 
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on the 1905 pack of Bartlett pears: No. 2 extra stan- 
dard, $1.00; No. 2%, $1.60; No. 2, extras, $1.25; No. 
2¥,, $2.00; No. 3, $2.25, New York delivery.

The large trading in salmon in January and February has 
been succeeded by the expected lull, but when the weather 
becomes more favorable the larger demand is expected to 
resume, although there is a fair demand for the Alaska de- 
scription, and the former value is fairly well supported.

The New Orleans canned goods market is very active, as 
buyers have already contracted for tomatoes and some corn. 
Stocks from last season are fairly well cleaned up. Business 
generally is very good and, with our fine spring weather now 
opened up, crops are being prepared and considerable work 
is being done in the country. The outlook for business was 
never better. 

The weather has been so very mild this spring that some 
of the packers have already stopped packing oysters, because 
the yield was so poor that packing showed a loss. In con- 
sequence of the season being so short and because of large 
orders booked many months past, there will be few or no 
oysters in packers’ hands after the packing is over and all 
orders are filled (we are a bit doubtful if all the packers 
will be able to fill their orders in full), and there will be 
some buying between packers.

More Call for Tomatoes. Poor Quality Corn Affects Demand 
for Fancy Goods. Little Strictly Fancy Spot Maine Corn 
Left. Difficult Now to Sell Futures. Packers Put 
ting up Apples. 


Portland, Me., March 27th, 1905. 
Epiror CANNER: 

There are a few, a very few, symptoms of a revival of 
interest in affairs mundane in the good old Dirigo state. 
There are evidences now that beneath the snow that is fast 
disappearing there is a little soil, which, if properly cultivated, 
may in the “good old summer time” be induced to yield a 
goodly crop of sweet corn. But, after the long, cold, inhos- 
pitable winter, it requires considerable faith to believe the 
statements of the almanacs. 

As a matter of fact, certain lines of canned goods seem to 
be inquired for. This is proof positive that stocks are 
getting low and that before long the demand will move some 
of them. There is more call for the long neglected tomatoes 
than has been manifested since last fall. Evidently consum- 
ers have found out that they are buying good food at the 
packers’ expense. Not so, however, with “the canned corn 
of the “off standard” quality. Every day this “millstone 
around the neck” hampers the free movement of standard and 
fancy goods. There seems to be no end to the offerings of 
unsalable corn, but this appearance is somewhat fallacious, 
for the unfortunate packer or seller of this stuff makes so 
much noise in crying his wares that the more modest packer 

can hardly be heard in the din. 

Of what can be called strictly fancy spot Maine corn there 
is but very little, perhaps one or two thousand cases at 
most; but there are several thousand which would be diffi- 
cult to classify. While this corn is tender and good color, 
in some cases the water overflowed the dam. In consequence 
of these conditions there is, naturally, some difficulty in quot- 
ing, but while $1.10 is a fair price for really fancy, it would 
be hard to get it just now. The rest of the corn will bring 
a price according to the “dicker.” 

All these unfortunate conditions have borne their legiti- 
mate fruit. To sell futures just now is very difficult. To be 
sure, it makes those packers uneasy who have not sold, but, 
to an extent, it is their fault. There was some cutting in 
the very beginning, yet there were those who doubted this 
statement when I made it. What amused me most was when 
packers came and told me that I was incorrect, when I knew 
all the time that they were the guilty ones. The “bluff” 
does not always work. 

Future corn can be bought all the way 
for Maine fancy, f. o. b.

NEW YORK. 
Reports from London Note Arrival of Sailing Ships Carrying 
California Canned Fruits. London Jobbers not Buying 
Singapore Pineapple for Forward Delivery 


New York, March 25th, 1905. 
Epitor CANNER: 

We note the various reports which appear occasionally in 
the papers from one cr two houses here who represent cer- 
tain London interests, who in turn have interests in Singa- 
pore, quoting a recent advance in the market on pineapple 
there. The quotations now coming forward are for the sum- 
mer pack and are on a-lower basis than the quotations made 
a month ago for the same shipments, and, despite the fact 
that our Singapore office has numerous contracts with the 
Chinese packers for goods on the old price basis, we think 
it is only just and proper that the trade should be informed 
of the exact condition of the market, and, as we are the only 
house here receiving weekly cables, we feel that our reports 
are absolutely ; \uthentic. 

Mail advices dated London, March 2oth, report that the 
sailing ships carrying California fruit are now Seadekine to 
arrive in such numbers that the market on all canned fruit 
is extremely weak, and this naturally has affected pineapple 
and prevented the London jobbers from making purchases 
for ferward delivery from Singapore. Until preset stocks

The cause is said to 
be that 2s can be retailed at less per can, ad consumers, 
particularly in some parts of the larger cities, go by what 
each can costs without thinking of the quantity. The result 
of this is that 2s are being rapidly reduced. With a small 
pack at the start, the recent demand has caused serious in- 
roads and at the present rate it will not be long before they 
will entirely disappear. There is said to be nothing offered 
below s50c at the factory. Holders don’t care much whether 
they sell at that figure og" pay aro 3s of strictly standard 
quality are held at 62'%c, f. o. b. factory, but, so far as can be 
learned, there has been no "buuiones of importance in these 
lines since last week.

Some interest is noted in gallon apples. Buyers again are 
looking for supplies, and they say that holders have not mod- 
ified their demands during the recent lull of trade.

Not mach interest is reported in salmon. 
trade, but it is chiefly of a jobbing character, 
to small lots at that.

Question of the Peach Crop. Demand for Tomatoes Somewhat 
Than in Past Two Weeks. 
Packers Indifferent about 


Less Possible to Buy at 
Slight Concessions 

Contracting for Acreage. 
Baltimore, March 27, 1905. 


EpiroR CANNER: 


The warm weather continues and spring has arrived on 
time. This has the effect of making the “coming peach 
crop’ ’ vie with the “present tomato stock” in the absorption 


of interest in canned goods circles. The peach-killer prophet 
js very much in evidence and he can prove (to his own satis- 
faction ) that there will not be more than one-quarter to one- 
third of a peach crop this year. He claims that the low tem- 
perature during the winter has settled the matter as far as 
a crop 1s concerned. These reports, however, are usual at this 
time of the year and buyers have become so accustomed to 
them that they now give ‘them very little attention. Whether 
there is more ground for the report of damage this season 
than is usual, is too hard a matter for your correspondent to 
determine, but one thing is certain, and that is, that there 
has been considerable peach buying during the last week or 
two and the market on second and standard peaches is ad- 


vancing. These reports may have something to .do with the 
increased demand, but doubtless the main reason for this 
activity is because jobbers’ stocks are very light and there 


is no danger of any carryover of peaches either in California 
or in this section. It is of course customary to laugh at the 
peach killers and especially so when they talk about the buds 
being killed right in the winter time, but there is no doubt 
but what the critical time for the crop will be during the 


next two or three weeks. If any damage was done to the 
trees during the winter and there should come a severe 
frost early in April, the crop in 1905 will most assuredly 


be short. 

The only season in the recollection of your correspondent 
when the peach crop in this section was an absolute failure 
was in ry? In that year a killing frost came in about the 
middle of April and so complete was the damage done to the 
blossoms that there were no peaches at all packed in Balti- 
more that year unless it might be 50 to 100 cases that were 
put up here and there by a packer just so he could say he 
did pack some peaches. It can readily be seen therefore that 
anybody interested in peaches will be very anxious during 
the next three weeks. In any event there will be no carry- 
over this year and should there be a short crop in this sec- 
tion, this line of goods will go to prohibitive prices, unless 
there is an unusually large crop in California to supply the 
deficiency here. 

The demand for tomatoes has been good during the week, 
but possibly not quite as heavy as during the two weeks 
previous. One or two weak points developed in the market 
and it was possible to buy No. 3 standards at a slight con- 
below 62%c f. o. b. peninsula. These were forced 
sales, however, and there are so many buyers eager to pick 
anything up below the figure mentioned that it was not neces- 
sary for the goods to be quoted out indiscriminately. This 
proves that stocks in the hands of the jobbers are very light, 
and with the present enormous consumption it doesn’t seem 
possible that anything but an advancing market from now on 
will be a result of the demand. The lake and rail transpor- 


cession 
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tation companies expect to begin to receive freight for western 
points at the end of this month. This will assuredly increase 
the demand. The outlook for the coming season, however, 
is very blue from a packer’s standpoint and very little interest 
is being displayed amongst them as to whether they shall run 
or not in 1905. With spot tomatoes selling at 62%c and no 
certainty of the market advancing, tomato packers are ex- 
tremely indifferent about contracting with their growers for 
tomatoes or with the canmakers for cans. Most of the pack- 
ers are trying to contract with the farmers for tomatoes at 
$1.00 per ton less this season than they did last year, and this 
is causing a standoff between packer and farmer. The acre- 
age of tomatoes will have to be determined very shortly, as 
the season is now advancing for this particular, part of the 
business. Judging from what canmakers in Baltimore say 
and from their anxiety to book andies and the low quotations 
they are naming on cans, it would be fair to assume that it 
is a foregone conclusion the acreage will be very much re- 
duced. 

Corn is moving out very freely, but the market does not 
advance. Standard Maine style can be bought as low as 47! 
per dozen and good standard shoepeg at 52%c to 55c. At this 
low range of prices many jobbers will anticipate their wants 
for the fall very freely and instead of buying future corn, 
they will watch their opportunity to stock up heavily of spot. 
Packers would do well to bear this phase of the situation in 
mind, and not overdo the packing next season. 

The demand for all other lines of canned goods has only 
been fair during the week, with the exception of sweet pota- 
toes dnd apples, both of which lines have been in very active 
demand. There is plenty of talk about future pineapples, 
but not much business is being done, as jobbers seem un- 
willing to believe the reports of short crop and higher cost 
that are now prevalent. “As there will be practically no over- 
carry of this line, however, quite an active business can be 
looked for as soon as the packing season opens.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


Organization of California Raisin and Prune Growers. Little 
Activity in Prunes. Prices on Good Stock Steady. Slow 
Demand for Canned Fruits. 

San Francisco, Mar. 25, 1905. 


Epiror CANNER: 

Two important organizations were formed during the past 
week. The first is the California Raisin Growers’ Co., prin- 
cipal place of business, city of Carson, county of Ormsby, 
state of Nevada. The corporation may also have an office 
at which stockholders and directors may hold their meetings 
in the city of Fresno, county of Fresno, state of California. 
Corporate powers of the corporation are invested in a board 
of thirty-three directors, who shall be stockholders, ten di- 
rectors constituting a quorum. One of the by- laws states that 
directors shall not make a loan of the company’s funds upon 
a crop until such crops have been gathered and delivered into 
the company’s possession. A growers’ contract is also pro- 
vided for. Capital stock is set at $1,000,000, shares par value 
$1.00 each, non-assessable and non-transferable. A Packing 
House Company was also organized to work in co-operation. 
The latter company will do the packing and seeding. Thirty- 
nine thousand acres have been signed up.

Market on Red and Pink Alaska Salmon Remains Firm. Reg 
in Good Supply, But Demand is Backward. rrade Dur- 

ing Consumptive Season Expected To Be Heaviest 

Canneries to be Operated.

Che market on red and pink Alaska 
obtainable, remains firm, the quoted varying 
little, if at all. Reds have been wobbling around $1 for ; 
number of weeks past, and pinks about 70 cents. This is on 
outside holdings. The Alaska packers are holding red sal 
mon firmly at $1.10, and show no inclination to sell under that 
price. A number of ordinary lots from other holders, how- 
ever, have been disposed of in small orders at $1. There 
is a good supply of reds, but the demand seems backward at 
present prices. It is not known how many thousand cases 
the Alaska packers are holding, but it is estimated that their 
supply is large. The Pacific Packing and Navigation com- 
pany’s receivers are said to be holding 135,000 cases of reds 
and 15,000 cases of pinks. It is stated on authority that 
two different offers were made for all or a portion of this 
concern’s holdings of reds, but they were below the price de- 
manded, and the holders, seemingly sure of getting their price 
eventually, would not make a reduction, even on as large a 
purchase. Such a transfer would be a large one, involving 
from half to three-quarters of a million dollars. It is sup- 
posed that the price demanded was $1. One broker states that 
he has a very limited supply of reds which he can dispose of 

low as 97% cents. 

The market on pinks is strong and advancing. At present 
prices range from 70 to 75 cents a case, the lower price be- 
ing on the smaller holdings. The fact that the chums are all 
sold out does much to strengthen the market on pinks, as 
many orders are being received for chums which’ have to be 
satisfied with the former fish. 

In spite of the fact that the brokers did a larger business 
during January and February on spot goods than ever before 
during this period, which is ‘usually termed the “off months,” 
yet it is certain that the best consuming months are yet to 
come. The biggest trade ever known is expected on spot 
goods between now and the new delivery. 

It is not known definitely what the market on new deliv- 
ery will open at, but brokers in this city seem to be confident 
that sockeyes will start at $1.35. Reds will probably sell at 
from $1 to $1.05. Only 35 canneries out of 66 will operate in 
\laska during the coming year, and the majority of those 
which will not operate are in the pink salmon district. Every 
cannery on Puget Sound will be operated to its fullest ca- 
pacity; 37 canneries will operate on the Fraser river, which, 
while comparing favorably with 23 which were operated dur-

A fair degree of activity has characterized the market this 
week and sales have been fair in all leading lines.

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Prof. Duckwall Lectures in New York. 

Prof. E. W. Duckwall, director of the National 
Canners’ Laboratory at Aspinwall, Pa., delivered an 
interesting scientific address Tuesday evening of last 
week before the meeting of the Association of Manu- 
facturers and Distributors of Pure Food Products, 
held at the Imperial Hotel in New York. Prof. Duck- 
wall’s lecture was by special invitation, and was one 
of the features of the association’s meeting. 





May Ask Law’s Repeal. 

It is possible that the cannerymen of Bellingham, 
Wash., will ask Governor Mead to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to repeal or amend the measure 
of the thirty-six-hour close season law, which it is 
claimed was framed in the interests of the British 
Columbia canners.

British Columbia has seventy-five salmon canner- 
ies, with equipment valued at $1,400,000, and these 
gave employment to 17,000 persons during the year, 
who put up 23,000,000 cans of salmon, 





To Amend Apple Box Act. 

Recent advices from Ottawa contain the statement 
that the Canadian Minister of Agriculture has given 
notice of his intention to favor a resolution to amend 
the act respecting the packing of various commodities 
so as to provide that “when apples are packed in Can- 
ada for export for selling by the box they shall be 
packed in good and strong boxes of seasoned wood, 
the inside dimensions of which shall not be less than 
10 inches in depth, 11 inches in width, and 20 inch- 
es in length, representing as far as_ possible 
2,200 cubic inches.” Provision is also made for a 
penalty of 25 cents on each box of apples not packed 
in accordance with this regulation. 





Canning Corn in California. 

The California Fruit Canners’ association, says the 
Fruit Grower, did some experimenting last season in 
canning corn in California and put up a number of 
cases. So far as turning out a satisfactory article is 
concerned, the trial was a success for an initial at- 
tempt. The cost of manufacture, however, was ex- 
cessive, owing to the hard work necessary in ridding 
the corn of the worm and the results of its work.

New Food Bill in New York 


The departmental pure food bill was introduced in 
the New York legislature last week by Senator Tulley, 
chairman of the senate public health committee. The 
bill was drawn by the department of agriculture of 
New York state and the Senate public health com- 
mittee. 

One of the provisions of the bill is that manufac- 
turers of proprietary foods need not set forth the 
formula of their foods unless they contain some in- 
jurious ingredients.

Many Canneries to Remain Closed. 

A dispatch from Salem, N. J., states that the out- 
look for the coming season is anything but bright 
and that some canners say they will not operate their 
plants at all, while others will operate only on a small 
scale. 

The dispatch goes on to say that, with one excep- 
tion, all the canneries in Salem county will pay $6.00 a 
ton for tomatoes for the coming season’s pack. In 
this connection an item from the Salisbury, Md., News 
of late date will be of interest: 

“It is likely that several canneries in Wicomico 
county will remain idle this season because of the un- 
certainty of the canned goods market, especially on 
tomatoes. A prominent packer remarked to a News 
representative Saturday that while he had bought 
200,000 cans he was not at all certain that he would 
operate his packing houses this season. He also re- 
marked that from the information he could gather 
several of the canneries in the county will not be ope- 
rated this season.”

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Fruit Crop Prospects. 

‘Trees are reported damaged more or less in a few 
sections of the country, but, on the whole, prospects 
at this time are for an abundant yield of practically 
all varieties of fruits. 

Reports from Maryland and that section indicate 
that peach buds have, possibly, suffered to some ex- 
tent, and advices from a few localities in Georgia tell 
of injury, although there is reason to expect a large 
vield of southern peaches this year, unless a_ late 
freeze should kill the buds. 

Fruit crops in Oregon and Washington have not 
wholly escaped damage and prospects appear not so 
good as the growers expected a few weeks 
Nevertheless, good yields of several varieties of fruits 
produced in those states are anticipated. 

Prospects in California were perhaps never better 
than at present. Conditions have been exceptionally 
favorable throughout the entire winter and all advices 
indicate that heavy yields of all principal varieties are 
expected by the fruit growers of that state. 

Michigan promises to vield as large, if not the larg- 
est, crop of fruit in its history. The condition of 
Michigan peach trees indicates a heavy crop, while 
such fruits as strawberries and blackberries have been 
protected by deep snow during much of the winter 
and promise to vield exceptionally well this season.

New National Trade-Mark Law. 

The President has signed the bill to authorize the 
registration of trademarks, and to provide for their 
protection. 

From a commercial standpoint the signing of the 
bill by the President is of wide interest. The Commis- 
sioner of Patents is creating a new division in his of- 
fice which will have charge of administration of the 
new law, which will go into effect April Tr. 

The new law saves all of the rights of the trade- 


mark owner as they at present exist, and offers addi- 
tional advantages and means of protection. (1) [ft 
permits the registration of all trademarks used in jp- 
terstate commerce ; (2) it puts all controversies grow- 
ing out of trademarks used in interstate commerce 
within the jurisdiction of United States courts; (2)

it permits the registration of every trade-mark now 
in use, whether it complies with the technical rules of 
the Patent Office or not, provided the mark has been 
in use for ten years; (4) it provides a remedy by way 
of injunction, actual damages, punitive damages and 
profits derived from infringement as well as the de- 
struction of infringing labels, marks and packages: 
(5) every unlawful use of the registered trademark. 
whether on the very goods themselves, or on adver- 
tising matter, signs, receptacles or other vessels, will 
constitute an infringement; (6) the government 


charge for registration of each trademark is $10.

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New Oregon Salmon Law in Force.

gency clause and is now in full force and effect. 


So far as the Columbia is concerned, this law was 
drawn in accordance with the agreement reached by 
the joint conference committees appointed by the legis- 
latures of Oregon and Washington. It was because 
of the agreement between the two states that the emer- 
gency clause was attached to the act, but the emer- 
gency clause is also effective as to changes in closed 
seasons on other streams mentioned. 

This bill shortens the spring closed season on the 
Columbia and Williamette fifteen days, and it is this 
change that is of chief importance to the fishing indus- 
try. Heretofore the closed season began March 1, but 
hereafter it will begin March 15. Because the fish- 
ing season had been lengthened and the closed season 
shortened, thus making it more difficult to prevent the 
extermination of salmon. Governor Chamberlain was 
strongly inclined to veto the bill and was only deterred 
by the fact that this measure had been agreed upon 
by representatives of the two states. 

The changes made in the fishing seasons on other 
streams are amendments to the fishing act of the ses- 
sion of 1903, the principal change being the abroga- 
tion of the Sunday closed season. The law which is 
now in force in that state changes the fishing laws so 
that the section of the code here mentioned will read 
as follows: 

COLUMBIA AND WILLAMETTE. 

Sec. 4061—It shall hereafter be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon fish or sturgeon in the Columbia River or any of the 
waters or sloughs thereof west of its confluence with the Des- 
chutes River or within three miles outside of the mouth of 
said Columbia River, by any means whatever, between March 
15, noon, and April 15, noon, or between August 25, noon, and 
September 10, noon, of any year. 

Sec. 4063—It shall be unlawful to take 
in the Willamette River and its tributaries, north of the falls 
at Oregon City, by any means whatever, except with hook 
and line. commonly called angling, from March 15, noon, to 
April 15, noon, and from June 15, noon, to November 1, noon, 
in any year; or to take or fish for salmon by any means what- 
ever after the passage of this act, except with hook and line, 
commonly called angling, in the Willamette River or any of its 
tributaries south of the lower part of the falls at Oregon City. 

ROGUE RIVER. 

Sec. 4054—It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon in 
Rogue River and its tributaries or in Big Butte Creek and its 
tributaries, above their confluence, except with rod and line, 
commonly called angling; or to take or fish for salmon in 
Rogue River and its tributaries between the mouth of said

Big Butte Creek and the mouth of the Illinois River, and ip

TILLAMOOK BAY. 

Sec. 4065—It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon 
in the tributaries of Tillamook Bay, above tidewater, at any 
time, by any means whatever, except with hook and line 
commonly called angling, or in any of the waters of Tilla- 
mook Bay gr its tributaries, below the points hereinafter 
named, between March 20 and July 13 of each year, or be- 
tween November 20 and December 10 of each year; or in 
any of the following named streams, being tributaries of Tilla- 
mook Bay, except with hook and line, commonly called ang- 
ling, from March 20 to December 10, above the points herein- 
after named, namely: 

Miami River—At the intersection of said stream by the 
south line of section 11, in township 1 north, of range 10 west 
of Willamette meridian. 

Kilchis River—At the intersection of said stream by the 
east line of section 12, in township 1 south, of range 10 west 
of Willamette meridian. 

Wilson River—At the intersection of said stream by the 
quarter section line running north and south through section 
20, in township 1 south, of range 9 west of Willamette merid- 
ian 

Hoquarton Slough—At the intersection of said slough by 
the west line of section 24, in township 1 south, of range 10 
west of Willamette meridian. 

Trask River-——At the intersection of said river by the ee 
ter-section line running east and west through section 26, 
township 1 south, of range 10 west of Willamette meridian. 

Tillamook River—At the intersection of said stream by the 
west line of section 7, in township 2 south, of range 9 west 
of Willamette meridian. 

UMPQUA RIVER. 

Sec. 4069—It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon 
in the Umpqua River, or any of the bays or tributaries thereof, 
below the points hereinafter named, from March 20 to May 
15, and from November 20 to December 10, of any year; or 
to take or fish for salmon by any means whatever, except 
with hook and line, commonly called angling, and for propa- 
purposes, above the points specified on each stream, 
namely: North Fork, above the railroad bridge crossing said 
stream at the town of Winchester; South Fork, above the 
south boundary line of the town of Roseburg. 

COoOS BAY. 

Sec. 4070—It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon 
in Coes Bay or Coquille River, or their tributaries, or Lower 
len-Mile Creek, at any time or by any means whatever, be- 
tween 6 a. m. on the 20th day of March and 6 p. m. on the 
15th day of July, or between 6 a. m. on the 20th day of No- 
vember and 6 p. m. on the roth day of December of any year. 
It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon at any time, 
except with hook and line, commonly called angling, in the 
south fork of the Coquille River above the junction of the

Windchuck River, Chetco River, Pistol River, Elk River, 
Sixes River, Upper Ten-Mile Creek, Alsea Bay and River, 
Beaver Creek, Siletz River, Salmon River, Nestucca Bay and 
River, Elk Creek and Klamath River. 

It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon in the Sius- 
law River, or its tributaries, at any time by any means what- 
ever, except with hook and line, commonly called angling, 
above Mapleton on said river; or to take or fish for salmon 
in any of tts tributaries or bays below Mapleton from 6 a. 
m. on the 20the day of March to 6 p. m. on the 15th day of 
July, or from 6 a. m. on the 20th day of November to 6 p.

The act also repeals sections 3 and 4, of the act of 1903, 
fixing the closed season on Alsea Bay and the open season for 
steelheads on Yaquina Bay. 





German Meat Canning Industry. 


“A natural result of the prohibition of foreign 
canned goods in Germany,” says the National Provi- 
sioner, “is the increased manufacture of canned sau- 
sages and similar meat conserves in the fatherland.” 

Continuing, the National Provisioner says that “An 
impettis is given the industry by the permission te 
utilize crimped covers on the cans, instead of being 
compelled to solder the cans air-tight, as was previ- 
ously required. Of course, there would be a howl if 
canned goods in non-sealed cans managed, by any 
hook or crook, to get into Germany from any other 
country. Such would be barred instantly as danger- 
ous to the public health. But as long as they are 
home-made, the method of sealing the cans is a small 
matter.”

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The Pea Canners’ Friend vs. The Pirate 


For a number of years the Chisholm-Scott Company have been posing as the canners’ 
friend and have delicately referred to me as the “‘pirate.’”? As a matter of information I should 
like to hear from any canner who can point to a single act of theirs which would show they 
were endeavoring to protect the packers. I am a canner first and a machine man next; I was 
forced to make machines as a matter of self-protection, simply on account of an act of bad faith 
on the part of the Chisholm-Scott Company toward me in 1893; from time to time since then 
I have endeavored to compromise our differences, but the propositions made to me have always 
been so unfair to me and to my customers that I was compelled to decline. After the recent 
decision against us in December, our respective attorneys entered into negotiations with a view 
to my withdrawing from the field, but again propositions have been made which no self-respect- 
ing business man could accept; we will therefore go on in the manufacture of machines as in the 
past. I believed, and do believe still, that it be to the interest of every packer in the 
country to have but one firm to control the sale of machines for threshing peas and as a packer, 
and not as a machine man, I looked at it from that standpoint. I offered to withdraw on con- 
ditions which would have been an actual loss to me, feeling I would recover in the future by 
keeping the pea packing business within bounds. 

Now as to the status of the litigation at present: I am aware that attempts are being 
made to intimidate canners by threats of injunction under the podder patent. All such threats 
are idle talk, as will be seen from the following facts: In the case at Wilmington the complain- 
ants in order to cut off my right to appeal from that decision have settled with the defendant on 
liberal terms without my knowledge or consent; in the case at Milwaukee they have waived their 
right to an injunction for the same purpose; and, as I am informed, propose to do the same thing 
in the case at Utica. Having thus given up and thrown away their right to an injunction in three 
cases in order to prevent appeals, it is absurd to pretend that any court would grant them an in- 
junction against anyone else. The podder patent is as dead as Pharoah for the remaining two 
yearsofitsterm. The Chisholm-Scott Company has not dared to bring its viner patents to trial, and 
in my opinion will not do so. _ If they should, it will be to meet defeat as before. In respect to 
the viner patents the decision of the Court of Appeals of the third circuit was unanimous, and 
there is no chance to develop any new facts in regard to the machine. 

I have endeavored for years to relieve the canning industry from the incubus of these 
patents. | Nobody has ever been hurt by the Chisholm-Scott Pea Huller patent yet; and nobody 
that deals with me ever will be. Write to me if you want the best machine and the best 
work at the lowest prices. Please bear in mind that the decisions in favor of my opponent are 
those of lower courts, while the only case on which an appellate court has passedwas decided by 
said court in my favor. 

We will take immediate steps to have the settlement made with one of my customers in 
Delaware set aside, and we will appeal that case, as well as all other cases, and we urgently 
request every packer not to sign contracts with our opponent for more than one season, i. e. 1905; 
we think it a self evident fact, after the reading of the statements herein made, that you will 
understand why the Chisholm-Scott people are so anxious to have you sign contracts for three 
years. The season is now too fur advanced for us to place many machines in the market for 1905, 
but we will be glad to take orders up to April 1st, and immediately after the close of the present 
season we will have a proposition to make to the canners of the country which we know will be 
to their interest, but whether you wish to do business with us or not, take our advice, don’t sign 
for more than one year and you will make money by not doing so. Those who took our advice 
in regard to contracts some years ago benefited by it; they will do so again.

Does Common Salt Contain Boric Acid? 


Regarding the question whether or not common 
salt contains boric acid, it is said that salt mined in 
many parts of Europe is found to contain appreciable 
quantities of boron, and it is possible that the same 
conditions may exist in this country. If borax is 
deleterious as a food ingredient, it behooves the food 
faddists fo do some lively analytical work if they don’t 
want salt put on the tabooed list. 

In commenting on this discovery a German food 
authority says: - “This is a further proof how cautious 
one has to be in judging of foodstuffs. As boron min- 
erals occur also in our salt mines, it is quite possible 
that many a brand of common salt may contain ap- 
preciable quantities of boron. When common salt is 
present a qualitative test alone must be regarded as 
insufficient to draw any conclusion as to boron com- 
pounds having been added purposely. In every case 
of rejection on account of the addition of boron, an 
examination of the common salt used must be required 
and carried out in order to ascertain, by testing quan- 
titatively the salt and the foodstuffs rejected, whether 
boron is present.”
